February  21,  1950 


Meeting  called  to  order  at  2:20  P.  M.  by  H.  T.  Mitchell. 
Chairman.  Olive  Brett  Besse  elected  secretary  of  meeting. 
Those  present  and  voting  were  Messr>.  Mitchell,  Varney, 
Roberts,  Perry,  Potter,  Kelley,  Stockwell  and   Mrs.   Besse. 

1.  The  budget  of  the  School  Board  for  1950-51  was 
read  and  explained.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Varney,  seconded 
by  Mr.  Perry,  it  was  voted  to  approve  the  appropriation  of 
$35,546.00  as  set  forth  in  the  budget. 

2.  On  motion  made  by  Mr.  Potter,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Kelley.  it  was  voted  to  approve  the  sum  of  $12,150.00  for 
Town  Charges. 

3.  A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Varney,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Kelley,  that  the  Committee  approve  the  sum  of  $450 
for  the  I.  W.  Fire  Department  and  $450  for  the  Corner 
Fire  Department.    Motion  carried. 

4.  On  motion  by  Mr.  Kelley,  seconded  by  Mr.  Varney, 
$200  was  approved  for  Blister  Rust  Control. 

5.  It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Kelley,  seconded  by  Mr.  Pot- 
ter, and  carried  that  the  sum  of  $200  be  approved  for  hospi* 
tals;  $100  for  the  Laconia  Hospital  and  $100  for  the  Wolfe- 
boro  Hospital. 
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6.  On  motion  made  by  Mr.  Perry,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Roberts,  it  was  voted  to  approve  tbe  expenditure  of  $25.00 
on   the  Town   Dump. 

7 .  Mr.  Varney  made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Mr.  Roberts, 
approving  $4,500.00  for  Summer  maintenance  of  roads. 
Motion  carried. 

8.  On  motion  made  by  Mr.  Kelley,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Roberts,  it  was  voted  to  approve  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for 
Winter  maintenance. 

9.  On  motion  made  by  Mr.  Perry,  seconded  by  Mr.  Pot- 
ter, it  was  voted  to  approve  the  sum  of  $2,500  for  expenses 
of  the  Highway  Department. 

10.  On  motion  made  by  Mr.  Kelley,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Roberts,  it  was  voted  to  approve  the  sum  of  $990.44  for 
Town  Road  Aid. 

11.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Potter,  seconded  by  Mr.  Perry, 
it  was  voted  to  approve  the  sum  of  $241.42  for  libraries. 

12.  Mr.  Roberts  made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Mr.  Perry, 
that  $50.00  be  approved  for  Memorial  Day. 

13.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Roberts,  seconded  by  Mr.  Varney, 
it  was  voted  to  approve  the  sum  of  $1,341.00  for  State  Aid 
Construction.  This  is  a  final  payment  on  the  road  between 
the  I.W.  and  the  corner. 

14.  A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Roberts,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Varney,  to  approve  a  payment  of  $2,000.00  on  short 
term  notes.    Motion  carried. 
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15.  Also,  a  motion  made  by  Mr.  Roberts,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Varney,  was  carried  approving  the  payment  of  $3,000.00 
on  long  term  notes. 

16.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Perry,  seconded  by  Mr.  Roberts, 
it  was  voted  to  approve  the  sum  of  $92.00  for  the  Iron 
Works  Precinct. 

17.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Varney,  seconded  by  Mr.  Robert  . 

it  was  voted  to  approve  the  sum  of  $662.50  for  the  Corner 
Precinct. 

18.  Mr.  Kelley  moved  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
Town  budget  was  substantially  less  than  the  previous  year's 
budget,  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  be  appropriated  to  reduce  the 
outstanding  indebtedness  of  the  Town.    Motion   lost. 

19.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Potter,  seconded  by  Mr.  Perry, 
it  was  voted  to  adjourn.

Gentlemen 


This  will  confirm  the  opinion  given  to  the  member  of 
your  Board  who  visited  this  office  yesterday  to  determine 
what  disposition  should  be  made  of  the  application  for  abate- 
ment received  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  from  Leonard  W. 
Francis,  to  apply  against  property,  which  he  owned  on  April 
1,  1949,  known  as  Camp  Leo. 

The  exemption  statutes  provide  that  charitable,  educa- 
tional and  religious  institutions  shall  be  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion on  any  property  acquired  prior  to  1931,  and  on  addi- 
tions or  improvements  made  after  that  time.  In  this  particu- 
lar case  it  appears  that  on  the  assessment  date,  April  1, 
1949,  Camp  Leo  was  not  owned  by  a  charitable  organiza- 
tion, but  by  Mr.  Francis,  and  was  not,  therefore,  to  exemp- 
tion.   Further,   this  property  which   is   now   owned   by   the 
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Leo  Foundation,  Inc.,  a  charitable  organization,  is  not  sub- 
ject to  future  exemption  except  on  additions  or  improve- 
ments made  since  the  date  of  acquisition.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


FOREST   FIRES        OUR   MOST  SHAMEFUL  WASTE 

Everyone  apparently  fears  tire  hut  too  many  are  careless 
with  it.  This  is  particularly  true  of  fires  in  and  near  wood- 
lands. Official  figures  show  that  more  than  98  percent  of 
all  forest  fires  result  from  human  carelessness  and  can  Ik* 
prevented.  Consequently,  we  say  "Forest  Fires  are  our 
must    shameful    waste." 

Annual  forest  fire  losses  are  tremendous  and  their  effects 
far  reaching.  Such  fires  destroy  the  raw  products  of  the 
forests,  the  protection  forests  provide  for  game  and  the  sup- 
ply of  ground  water.  They  upset  local  economies  by  draw- 
ing men  from  gainful  employment  and  requiring  the  expendi- 
ture of  public  funds  to  extinguish  them. 

Our  forest  fire  organization  is  doing  a  good  job  in  keeping 
the  size  of  fires  small  hut  the  number  of  fires  is  increasing. 
In  1949  there  were  100  more  fires  in  New  Hampshire  than 
in  1948.  but  they  burned  500  acres  less.  For  the  warden  and 
his  deputies  to  do  the  job  they  are  capable  of,  they  must 
have  the  cooperation  of  the  public  —  YOU ! 

The  primary  objective  of  all  fire  fighters  is  prevention — 
fire  stoppage.  This  is  the  goal  toward  which  your  local 
forest  fire  warden  and  his  deputies  are  constantly  working. 
It  can  be  achieved  (  >NLY  if  YOU  and  YOU  and  Y(  )TJ  co- 
operate with  them.  It  is  worth  YOUR  effort  and  ran  be 
accomplished  by : 

1.  Being   careful    with    fire   in   or   near    woodland,    being 
particularly  careful   with  matches  and   cigarettes. 

2.  Securing  the  required  written  permit  from  the  warden 
when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow 
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3.  Insisting  that  others    be    careful    and    comply  with 
burning  requirements. 

4.  Calling  the  warden   promptly   when   fire   is   detected 
and  aiding  him  to  extinguish  it. 

Let's  reduce  the  number  of  forest  fires  and  eliminate  our 
most  shameful  waste.

1 1 .  Voted  to  lay  on  the  table  the  question  of  raising  and 
appropriating  now  exceeding  one-half  of  one  percent  of  the 
assessed  valuation,  and  establishing  a  capital  reserve  fund 
for  the  construction  of  a  central  school. 

12.  Voted  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  lease  the 
Kelley  Corner  School  to  the  Lower  Gilmantori  Community 
Club  for  a  period  of  years  at  a  nominal  rental  charge. 

13.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  purchase  of 
pasteurized  milk  for  school  lunches  the  same  amount  as  last 
year  —  $600.00  ($300.00  for  Corner  School  and  $300.00 
for  Iron  Works  School.)

SCHOOLS  CHANGE  WITH  THE  TIMES  TOO 

Modem  school  work  consists  of  more  than  the  3  R's, 
"Readin'  ",  "  'Ritin'  ",  and  "  'Rithmetic". 

Schools  are  considered  to  he  strongholds  of  Democracy  to 
help  young  people  thwart  the  inroads  of  "isms"  by  under- 
standing and  accepting  principles  of  liberty,  justice,  morality 
and  religion.  "A  school  is  a  place  where  young  people — of 
all  ages — come  together  to  learn  from  themselves  and  from 
each  other,  under  the  guidance  of  inspiring  teachers." 

Modern  parents  take  an  active  interest  in  the  school  life  of 
boys  and  girls.  They  find  out  what  effect  school  activities 
have  on  their  children  and  they  investigate  new  types  of 
school  studies. 

Modern  school  buildings  are  constructed  and  outfitted  to 
meet  the  needs  of  young  people  and  of  their  parents  because 
practical  school  rooms  are  living  places  for  children  and 
youth  and  buildings  serve  the  interests  of  adults  also.  Gil- 
manton  can  have  modern  educational  facilities  in  time  if 
many  people  are  willing  to  bring  about  such  a  change.  Just 
a  few  energetic  and  forward-looking  folks  working  on  the 
problem  may  not  solve  it  immediately,  but  by  concerted  ac- 
tion, each  one  putting  his  spirit  and  energy  into  the  solution 
of  the  problem,  a  great  deal  can  be  accomplished  towards  this 
end.  Gilmanton  people  may  be  proud  of  a  central  school 
ultimately,  but  for  the  time  being,  changes  for  the  better  have 
been  accomplished  at  the  Corner  through  the  use  of  a  por- 
tion of  the  Academy  Fund  to  pay  for  alterations  to  the 
building.  With  the  leadership  of  a  few,  the  folks  at  the 
Corner  have  given  a  great  deal  of  free  labor  in  the  task  of 
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renovating  the  Academy,  and  the  results  are  most  gratify- 
ing. Something  is  being  done  at  the  Iron  Works,  but  a  new 
structure  is  really  needed.  The  type  of  school  building 
which  will  be  in  common  use  a  decade  hence  has  many 
features  much  different  from  the  conventional  one  some 
people  may  want  to  build  at  the  Iron  Works,  so  it  may  be 
as  well  to-  delay  actual  construction  until  people  can  settle 
among  themselves  the  course  of  action. 

School  and  community  educational  programs  are  being 
established  through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  parents,  teach- 
ers, and  students  for  the  fast-moving  age  into  which  our 
children  have  been  born  and  in  which  they  must  live  and 
earn  a  living  as  freedom-loving  men  and  women  in  a  strong- 
hold of  democracy  under  God.

Health 

Routine  health  inspections  were  made  and  all  children  in 
the  first  six  years  were  privileged  to  have  their  teeth  cleaned 
and  protected  by  fluorine  treatments  at  the  expense  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health. 

The  fact  that  there  were  no  children  at  the  Iron  Works 
who  were  found  to  have  bad  vision  seems  worthy  of  com- 
ment. 

Art  Education 

There  are  many  ways  by  which  people  express  ideas.  From 
earliest  times,  man  expressed  ideas  by  hand  signs,  drawings, 
and  markings.  Speaking  and  writing  are  the  two  most  com- 
monly considered  ways  of  human  expression,  but  drawing, 
painting,  carving,  sculpturing,  molding,  and  representing  are 
fundamental  ways  of  expression.  In  recent  years  the  schools 
have  been  trying  to  revise  their  teaching  programs  by  utiliz- 
ing scientific  findings  about  human  behavior.  Until  lately, 
the  schools  have  repressed  children  when  they  have  sought 
to  use  a  natural  way  of  conveying  ideas  and  thoughts.  Pupils 
release  their  nervous  tensions  and  emotional  stresses  and 
soon  become  happy,  curious,  natural,  and  expressive  individ- 
uals when  they  have  opportunities  to  develop  themselves  in 
Art  Education. 

Pupils  have  benefitted  from  the  study  that  certain  teachers 
have  made  in  Art  Education,  and  their  joint  activities  cul- 
minated in  an  Art  Education  exhibit  on  January  20.  1950  at 
the  Tilton-Northfield  High  School.  In  the  gymnasium, 
groups  of  pupils  worked  at  many  art  activities.  In  the  class- 
rooms, industrial  firms  and  merchandising  concerns  in  this 
area  exhibited  their  products  or  articles.     Several  craftsmen 
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showed  the  application  of  art  in  design.  Refreshments  were 
artistically  prepared.  Sewing,  cooking,  and  shop  projects 
made  by  pupils  were  displayed. 

The  Art  Education  exhibit  was  very  well  attended.  Mrs. 
Evelyn  A.  Uhlenberg  and  Mrs.  Rosamond  E.  Pike,  two  of 
those  enrolled  in  the  Art  Education  course  under  Dr.  Baum- 
garner,  took  groups  of  Gilmanton  pupils  to  work  in  the  ex- 
hibit. Altogether,  a  new  interest  in  Art  Education  has  been 
developed,  and  the  importance  of  this  subject  in  the  lives  of 
boys  and  girls  has  been  shown. 

Handwriting  Instruction 

For  many  years,  colleges  training  persons  for  teaching 
positions  have  not  given  a  complete  course  in  handwriting. 
The  result  has  been  that  many  teachers  have  never  had  the 
benefit  of  a  functional  and  readily-grasped  system  of  hand- 
writing. School  departments  in  this  area  are  trying  to  rem- 
edy poor  writing  by  training  teachers — and  pupils — how  to 
write  well.  The  Rinehart  Functional  Handwriting  system 
is  meeting  with  great  favor  in  this  region,  and  is  now  being 
introduced  into  some  of  the  colleges  for  teachers.  By  teach- 
ing teachers,  not  one  but  all  of  them,  to  write  better,  there  is 
a  good  possibility  that  the  pupils  will  learn  good  handwriting 
practices  too. 

Gilmanton  pupils  have  the  benefit  of  this  instruction.  It 
costs  about  8c  per  pupil  per  school  week.  Where  else  can  8c 
be  invested  each  week  where  it  will  pay  such  great  dividends 
as  to  invest  it  in  good  handwriting? 

Physical  Education  and  Health 

Strong  minds  and  healthy  bodies  are  requisites  to  success 
and  happiness  in  this  rapidly-changing  life  we  now  lead- 
Major  emphasis  in  thinking  these  days  seems  to  be  on  "War 
with  Russia",  "atomic  warfare",  and  "world  conflict".     The 
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u.st  of  the  survival  <>f  the  fittest  may  come  sooner  than  we 
think.  Whether  it  comes  early  or  late,  or  not  at  all.  the  im- 
portant thing  is  tn  develop  strong,  alert,  confident  boys  and 
girls,  men  and  women,  living  full  lives  in  good  health.  Dirts 
are  important;  exercise  is  imperative:  poise  is  essential; 
mental  condition  is  vital;  and  physical  fitness  is  a  necessity 
To  these  ends  a  Physical  Education  and  Health  Program 
should  he  developed. 

A  teacher  of  Physical  Education  and  Health  work-  closely 
with  all  persons  interested  in  the  health  of  boys  and  girls; 
parents,  teachers,  school  nurse,  and  school  hoard  members 
A  beginner  in  school,  a  6-year  old,  is  none  too  small  to  have 
the  benefit  of  a  program  of  physical  education.  In  these 
years  when  we  are  fighting  for  our  national  existence  in  a 
"cold  war",  a  physically-fit  people  is  a  national  necessity. 

Specialized  Training  Services  in  the  Laconia  Area 

It  was  not  long  ago  that  school  departments  made  no  at- 
tempt to  give  special  training  to  handicapped  boys  and  ^rirls. 
In  some  districts,  lip-reading  has  been  taught  by  a  special 
teacher,  hut  youngsters  with  other  types  of  physical  dis- 
ability were  not  included,  unless  they  could  attend  school. 
There  is  a  growing  need  for  the  establishment  of  a  center 
where  specially-trained  persons  may  be  obtained.  Such  a 
center  can  be  organized  in  this  area,  and  each  participating 
school  district  could  call  upon  instructors  for  handicapped 
persons  who  are  deaf,  dumb,  blind,  crippled,  sick,  or  retard- 
ed. Each  teacher  would  give  the  special  instruction  at  home, 
or  in  a  hospital,  or  in  a  particular  school  room,  or  in  a  regu- 
lar classroom.  To  maintain  the  center,  several  districts  shar- 
ing in  the  services  would  contribute  proportionately  in  any 
school  year. 
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Teachers,  Substitutes,  and  Supervisors 

Teachers  for  small  schools  operated  under  modern  educa- 
tional practices  may  be  available  from  four  sources : 

1.  They  may  be  trained  in  a  teachers'  college,  but  few 
are  willing  to  work  in  a  small  town  because  better  paying 
jobs  in  cities  and  large  towns  are  begging  for  teachers. 

2.  Persons  who  have  had  college  training  and  have  set- 
tled in  a  community  may  be  employed  to  work  near  home. 
These  individuals  should  be  encouraged  to  study  during 
summer  sessions  or  during  the  school  year  in  Extension 
courses  so  there  will  be  no  tendency  to  settle  into  a  routine 
type  of  instruction,  often  called  "teaching". 

3.  Persons  who  have  not  been  teaching  continuously  may 
be  asked  to  return  to  country-school  employment. 

4.  Persons  with  limited  teacher-training  may  be  em- 
ployed and  trained  on-the-job  and  in  summer  sessions. 

Working  conditions  have  to  be  made  attractive  to  men 
and  women  before  they  will  teach  in  a  small  school.  It  is 
uncommon  to  find  a  person  who  really  cares  about  the  wel- 
fare of  boys  and  girls,  willing  to  work  in  a  building  which  is 
poorly  lighted,  or  poorly  heated,  or  overcrowded  with  pu- 
pils, or  unattractive  on  the  inside,  or  with  muddy,  rough, 
and  unequipped  playground.  Elementary  school  jobs  are 
too  plentiful  for  a  person  to  accept  appointment  to  a  position 
where  the  school  conditions  are  not  good. 

Country  boys  and  girls  need  the  best  teachers  to  compen- 
sate for  some  of  the  educational  opportunities  of  youngsters 
in  larger  places.  The  working  situation  should  be  attractive 
and  the  working  relations  should  be  satisfying  and  challeng- 
ing. No  one  can  be  expected  to  continue  in  diligent  and  ef- 
ficient service  unless  certain  conditions  exist.  Some  of  these 
conditions  may  be : 

1.  Well-kept,  sufficiently-lighted,  adequately-equipped 
school  room,  and  reasonably  modern  sanitary  facilities, 
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2.  Large,  equipped  play  area, 

3.  Space  in  classroom  sufficiently  large  for  modern  types 
of  elementary   education, 

4.  Kindly  parental  interest,  cooperation,  and  under- 
standing of  the  scope  of  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  a 
real  teacher, 

5.  Salary  commensurate  with  the  task, 

6.  Improvement  of  teaching  effectiveness  through  study 
courses,  conventions  and  conferences,  and  upgrading  pro- 
grams, 

7.  Materials  and  equipment  for  rapid  teaching  and  learn- 
ing through  the  modern  means  of  audio-visual  materials, 
references,  and  field  trips, 

8.  Services  of  specialized  workers. 

Teaching  Teachers  —  Program  of  Upgrading  Staff 

A  well-trained  teacher  is  the  most  important  part  of  the 
instruction  in  any  classroom.  In  this  supervisory  union's 
plan  for  "teaching"  teachers,  there  are  several  phases.  Mrs. 
Evelyn  A.  Uhlenberg  attended  Keene  Teachers  College  dur- 
ing the  last  summer  session.  Books  are  available  for  reading 
about  newer  teaching  techniques.  Help  is  given  each  teacher 
who  will  accept  it  to  change  or  improve  her  ways  of  teaching. 
There  are  meetings  and  discussions.  Mrs.  Evelyn  A.  Uhlen- 
berg and  Mrs.  Rosamond  E.  Pike  studied  Art  Education  in 
an  Extension  course  and  Mrs.  Pike  took  a  Speech  course  in 
Laconia. 

Then  too,  the  Teacher  Welfare  Committee  of  the  South- 
ern Winnipesaukee  Teachers  Association  has  been  diligent 
in  its  efforts  to  upgrade  teachers  through  Extension  courses. 
It  tries  to  have  courses  offered  about  each  half-year  and  lias 
done  well  to  encourage  many  teachers  to  take  advantage  of 

training  offered  in  some  central  point  near  their  hon 
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The  School  Department  should  not  ask  teachers  to  study 
in  summer  sessions,  extension  courses,  and  conferences,  hut 
should  also  give  them  financial  encouragemenl  by  paying 
some  or  all  of  the  tuition  charges  and  study  expenses. 

The  Southern  Winnipesaukee  Teachers  Association  con- 
tributes  a  great  deal  to  the  heightened  interest  of  teachers  in 
professional  advancement.  The  programs  have  been  sched- 
uled as  follows :

Research  —  Planning  Educational  Programs 

There  may  be  few  industries  today  with  1500  or  more 
workers,  or  even  300  or  more,  where  research  by  some  em- 
ployees into  better  the  products  manufactured,  the  manu- 
facturing techniques  used,  or  the  use  of  employees'  time,  is 
not  undertaken.  Research  is  important  to  industry  in  its 
competition.  Schools  have  to  do  the  same,  maintain  con- 
stant touch  with  better  ways  of  improving  the  instructional 
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program.  In  our  school  department,  some  of  the  responsi- 
bility for  research  is  delegated  to  the  teacher  of  special  sub- 
jects. This  teacher  with  the  superintendent  helps  the  teach- 
ers to  improve  the  instructional  program  and  to  assist  boys 
and  girls  to  learn  better,  more  rapidly,  and  more  satisfac- 
torily. 

Teacher  of  Special  Subjects 

The  teacher  of  special  subjects  in  the  Tilton-Northfield 

Supervisory  Union  teaches  boys  and  girls  Automobile  Driv- 
er Education  and  Training,  develops  the  Social  Studies  out- 
lines with  teachers  to  keep  pace  with  rapidly-changing  world 
conditions;  counsels  teachers  in  the  audio-visual  instruc- 
tional means  by  motion  pictures,  radio,  recorder,  records, 
slide  films,  pictures,  maps,  charts,  globes,  and  drawings : 
helps  teachers  in  the  analysis  and  preliminary  selection  of 
textbooks,  work  materials,  and  guides ;  keeps  textbook  inven- 
tories, oversees  the  use  of  library  books,  newspapers,  and 
magazines;  teaches  all  ages  of  youngsters  when  an  upgrading 
program  for  a  teacher  is  in  effect ;  meets  with  teachers  and 
parents  on  school  problems;  and  serves  the  several  school 
departments  in  the  supervisory  union  in  joint  efforts  with  the 
superintendent.  With  the  advent  of  the  War,  tin-  work- 
load of  a  superintendent  of  schools  in  a  New  Hampshire  su- 
pervisory union  of  several  towns  became  terrific,  and  assist 
ance  in  some  phases  of  school  improvement  was  necessary, 
hence  the  delegation  of  some  of  the  task  of  research,  testing, 
and  organizing  was  made  to  a  teacher  of  special  subjects. 

Financial  Support  j<>r  Education 

In  1783,  at  the  time  the  New  Hampshire  Constitution  was 
adopted,   the  people  generally  were  farmers,  or  owners  "t 

small  mills,  or  operators  of  little  sfores.  Real  estate  was  then 
a  sound  basis  Otl   which   tQ  rest   a  system  of  taxation   to  sup- 
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port  the  costs  of  education,  roads,  and  other  phases  of  local 
and  state  government. 

By  1950,  the  pattern  of  life  has  changed.  There  are  hun- 
dreds of  opportunities  now  for  a  person  to  earn  a  living. 
Present  earning  capacities  are  not  only  in  farms,  and  little 
mills,  and  small  stores,  but  also  in  human  intellect,  technical 
skill,  law  offices,  insurance,  restauranting,  health  protection, 
engineering,  architecture,  recreation,  radio,  religion,  and 
education.  A  lawyer's  earning  power  may  he  his  mental 
training  and  verbal  capacity.  His  law  library  may  bear  a 
light  tax  load,  yet  his  income  may  be  large.  An  insurance 
agent  may  have  a  rented  office  and  his  share  in  contributing 
to  the  expenses  of  local  government  may  be  light,  yet  his 
earning  capacity  may  be  represented  by  the  heavy  demands 
of  his  clientele.  A  bookie  may  carry  his  office  in  his  hat, 
yet  his  annual  take  may  be  undiscovered.  Very  frequently, 
such  income  supports  a  mighty  small  share  of  the  cost  of  lo- 
cal and  state  government  at  the  present  time.  The  time  has 
come  to  relieve  real  estate  of  some  of  its  burden  and  shift  it 
to  the  earning  capacities  and  to  the  productive  power  of 
people.     This  can  be  done  by  appropriate  legislative  action. 

Parent-Teachers  Associations 

The  members  of  the  Corner  P.  T.  A.,  and  of  the  Iron 
Works,  have  been  concerned  about  school  matters,  and  some 
of  the  members  have  used  their  energies  to  promote  the  edu- 
cational program.  Later  in  the  year,  P.T.A.  members  may 
be  asked  to  make  a  school  survey  ordered  by  the  1949  Legis- 
lature. These  persons  may  be  studying  and  deciding  ques- 
tions raised  on  "A  Guide  to  the  Study  of  New  Hampshire 
Schools",  for  which  a  common  report  for  all  school  districts 
in  the  state  will  be  made  before  January  15,  1951,  and  in 
time  for  the  opening  weeks  of  the  1951   Legislature. 
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School  Lunch  Programs 

An  excellent  school  lunch  program  under  Mrs.  Dorothy  B. 
Rusk's  personal  direction  is  in  operation  at  the  Corner. 

Recently,  several  persons  have  started  to  serve  a  hot  dish 
at  the  Iron  Works  to  those  pupils  who  care  for  it.  Tahles  in 
the  Town  Hall  are  used. 

Conclusion 

Mrs.  Olive  Besse  has  assumed  real  leadership  on  the 
School  Board  as  its  Chairman.  In  addition,  she  cares  for 
the  accounting.  Mr.  Carlson  keeps  careful  records  of  the 
meetings  of  the  school  hoard.  Mrs.  Rusk  continues  in  dili- 
gent efforts  for  the  benefit  of  the  boys  and  girls  at  the  Cor- 
ner. Altogether,  Gilmanton  is  fortunate  to  have  progressive, 
interested,  and  conscientious  members  on  its  School  Board. 

There  are  many  Gilmanton  residents  too,  who  are  taking 
helpful  attitudes  towards  the  schools  and  are  doing  what 
they  can  to  make  more  worthwhile  the  educational  program 
for  boys  and  girls  in  1950. 

There  is  a  corps  of  conscientious  teachers,  and  to  all : 
school  board  members,  parents,  teachers,  pupils,  health  offi- 
cers, and  school  employees,  the  Superintendent  expresses 
his  thanks.
